CHASE AT HOLTS’ WHARF. 


| THIEVES CAUGHT REDHANDED. 
Mr. D.- J. Lewis, solicitor, this 
morning charged two Chinese before 
Magistrate Orme,with the theft of a 
chain from Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire’s mooring at Kowloon. : 
Mr. Lewis said that yesterday after- 
noon, the talisman of Holt’s wharf 
was on board one of the ships 
lying alongside the wharf when 
he saw. one of the defendants wind'ng 
the chain round his waist. The talis- 
man who gave chase to the thieves, 
was joined by the Indian watch- 
man. After 2 short, distance had 
been covered one of ‘the defendants 
took a chain ffom round his waist 
and threw it-into the the harbour. 
The other mancontinued his fight but 
when his pursuers were within a few 
yards of him, also took a chain fram 
round his*waist and attempted to 
dispossess, himself of it He was 
arrested.. The chain, added Mr.

Heariag of the combined cases of 


.the Tin Tai Hav firm. and the Tin 
Shun Hau firm. both of 5, Bochamt: 


Strand, West Victoria, against the 
Min Faz Loong Kee of 109, Wing Lox
